These ingredients would make a pie 
ample for five, or perhaps for six, per- 
sons, with quife reasonably large por- 
tions, though perhaps. four would eat 
it up at a meal at which there were 
but few other viands. 


But there was a thin slice of bone in 
the veal cutlet, about an inch and a 
half by two inches, and veal bones 
contain jelly, excellent for an invalid 
broth or an aspic.
